For ballots in 3 of 4 cities 





No arguments given 
by foes of freeway

Opponents of the proposed exten- 
sion of the Foothill Freeway failed 
to submit arguments for sample 
ballots in three of the four local 
cities that will put the freeway ques- 
tion before the voters Nov. 7. 

&nd the Rancho Cucamonga City 
Council overlooked its city’s own 
Sept. 7 deadline for submitting a 
ballot argument in favor of the 
freeway extension. 

Whether the city will carry no 
arguments on the sample ballot for 
the freeway measure or could 
possibly extend the deadline for both 
proponents and opponents was un- 
certain this morning. 

Upland and La Verne will carry 
only arguments favoring the 28.3- 
mile extension between La Verne 
and San Bernardino. Only in Clare- 
mont will voters receive conflicting 
views on sample ballots to be mailed 
in early October. 

Deadlines for submitting 
arguments passed Sept. 5 in Upland 
and La Verne and Sept. 1 in Clare- 
mont 


pland soccer team gets worldy wins 


Members of an Upland soccer 
team are getting experience. in in- 
ternational competition at an early 
age, and the results so far are en- 
couraging for American progress in 
the sport. 

The Upland Astros of the Pacific 
Soccer League returned Aug. 20 
from a 16-day stay in England. 

Although the 16 boys, ranging in 
age from 12 to 14 years, saw plenty 
of sights, Dr. Bill Karow, team 
manager, said the purpose of the 
trip was to play soccer. 

The Astros won five of six games, 
scoring 28 goals while surrendering 
only five, Karow noted. 

Karow and some his players in- 
dicated both the local youths and 


their English counterparts were sur- 
prised by the Astros’ success. 

In Europe, soecer has been 
baseball, football and basketball 
rolled into one sport, and the game 
has been gaining in popularity in the 
United States only in the past few 
years. 

However, Karow noted most of 
the Astros have played soccer now 
for five or six years. 


He expressed confidence that the 
United States will catch up with the 
international competition in 10 
years. 


Karow said the Astros’ games in 
England were not their first against 
teams from other countries. At the 


invitation of the Mexican govern- 
ment, the team played six games 
last year in Mexico City, he noted. 

Karow added that the Upland 
team played a team from Toluca, 
Mexico, in March at Upland High 
School before about 1,000 spec- 
tators. 

The Astros split their games in 
Mexico City and beat the team from 
Toluca, 6-1. ; 

A visiting official with an English 
soccer club saw the game at Upland 
High and invited fhe Astros to 
England, Karow said. 

The boys earned most of the 
money for the trip themselves by 
selling light bulbs and candy and 
holding garage sales. Proceeds from 


Upland parents protest planned 
cuts in school busing programs

Some Upland parents are learning 
for the first time that their children 
may have to walk up to three miles 
to school this year because of 
stringent cuts in the elementary and 
junior high school busing programs. 

As a Proposition 13 money-saving 
measure, the Upland Elementary 
School District board axed about 75 
percent of its busing service and laid 
off eight bus drivers in early August. 

The district saved roughly $75,000 
with the euts, according to 
Superintendent George Renworth. 

About nine parents pleaded with 
the school board last Wednesday to 
reconsider. 

The board agreed. to meet at 5:30 
p.m. Sept. 19 at the Upland Junior 
High School library to plan an 
alternative to the busing reductions. 

Until then, only students who are 
assigned to schools outside their 
normal attendence area are eligible 
for busing. 


Those pupils, who live north of 
Foothill Boulevard, are told to 
enroll in schools south of Foothill 
Boulevard to. boost declining 
enrollments caused by population 
shifts. 

Dan Luchsinger told the board his 
daughter, who will walk three miles 
to school because of the cuts, 
deserves the same consideration as 
students bused because of declining 
enrollments. 

Other parents agreed, noting that 
swift flood waters along north-south 
streets pose a definite hazard to 
school children walking to or from 
school. Traffic is another problem, 
they pointed out. 

Superintendent Renworth said 
that because the district expects to 
lose all state busing 
reimbursements in the wake of the 
reduced service a fee could be 
charged to parents who want busing. 

When the district accepts state 
remibursement money, no fee may 
be charged. 


Board member Dina Hunter 
suggested the district run a north- 
south shuttle bus along the city’s 
major streets, dropping students off 
at the less hazardous side roads to 
finish their walk to school. 


‘We have considered that and we 
have not really decided that it will 
not work,” said district finance 
specialist Bill May. ‘‘But we didn’t 
adopt it because it really wasn’t as 
economical as the solution we came 
up with.” 

Board president Barry Brandt 
said some valuable programs had to 
be cut for the district to balance its 
budget under Proposition 13. 


“Really, we were cutting sinew 
and not cutting fat,’’ said Brandt. 
‘We made the decision to cut as far 
away from the classroom as 
possible.’’ . 


A total of about $850,000 in budget 
cuts were made following passage 
of Proposition 13. 


the game at Upland High were also 
used toward the trip. 

Karow said the players — 12 from 
Upland and four from other West 
End cities — stayed with the 
families of members of the teams 
they played in Mexico and England. 

The Astros are coached by Bob 
Geyer and belong to the California 
Youth Soccer Association. Karow 
said the team somewhat resembles 
foreign soccer clubs because the 
youths are chosen by ability. 

The English named Joey Hohl of 
Upland the top player for the six 
games and gave Vic Skvarna of 
Upland an award for sportsmanship. 

Ten adults. accompanied the team 
to England. 

Although the boys saw 
Buckingham Palace, the changing 
of the guard, the Tower of London, 
Westminster Abbey and other fam- 
ed sights, Hohl and teammate Chris 
Cox, also of Upland, said Wimbley 
Stadium may have the most im- 
pressive. 

The stadium, of course, is where 
England holds World Cup and other 
top soccer matches.

Tony Malone, administrator of the 
Foothill Freeway Association, call- 
ed the failure to submit arguments 
against the extension in three cities 
a ‘‘good sign.”’ 

“We felt all along most of La 
Verne, Upland and Rancho 
Cucamonga supported it,’’ he com- 
mented. 

Malone and other supporters of 
the freeway hope the non-binding 
vote in four cities may help keep the 
Foothill Freeway extension from 
being dropped from state highway 
plans. 

A common theme in arguments 
for the freeway in Upland, La Verne 
and Claremont was that the exten- 
sion of Route 30 would reduce traffic 
on local ‘streets. 

Four members of the Upland City 
Council noted, ‘‘Ever - increasing 
traffic through our city from the 
rapidly growing western portion of 
San Bernardino County and eastern 
portion of Los Angeles County 
threatens to sink our community 
into a clogged, congested mess 
unless the state protects the 
corridor now.” 


The Upland statement invites 
votes to send the message to 
Sacramento — loud and clear — 
Upland needs the Foothill Freeway 
completed now!”’ 


The city councils in Upland, La 
Verne and Rancho Cucamonga took 
responsibility for drafting their 
cities’ arguments in favor of the 
freeway. 


The full council signed the argu- 
ment in La Verne and was prepared 
to sign in Rancho Cucamonga. 


Upland Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas, who supports the measure, 
measure, said she was on vacation 
when her city’s statement was 
drafted and did not sign it because 
she ‘‘felt it was an emotional 
appeal.” 


Freeway supporters in Claremont 
said the extension would relieve 
traffic on Indian Hill Boulevard, 
Foothill Boulevard, Base Line Road, 
Harrison Avenue and other streets 
and reduce air and noise pollution. 


Opponents called extending the 
Foothill Freeway a ‘‘shortsighted 
way of dealing with Claremont’s 
traffic problems,’ saying traffic 
volume would increase because the 
freeway would encourage develop- 
ment 


Upland adopts school budget 


The Upland Elementary School 

District board has adopted a $9.4 
million budget for the 1978-79 school 
year. 
” Three changes were made in the 
final budget that were not included 
in the earlier publication budget. 
The board voted to: 

— Reduce its contribution to the 
gifted student program from $18,000 
to $10,000. The state cut its 
contributions to the program by 10 
percent this year. 

— Establish a $10,000 liability 
insurance fund. The money would be 
used to pay off any ‘nuisance suits” 
judged against the school district. 

— Set aside $50,000 to cover any 
difference between insurance 


payments and the final cost of 
rebuilding the fire-damaged multi- 
purpose room at Sierra Vista 
School. 


Board member Bob Ellis voted 
against the adoption of a final 
budget because he disapproved of 
the lay off in July of 26 teacher's 
aides. 

He said the lay offs struck too 
close to the classroom. Board 
member Bill Rugg was absent. 


The budget was about $850,000 less 
than one proposed prior to passage 
of Propostion 13. The bulk of the 
reductions were made by canceling 
a seven percent cost-of-living raise 
for teachers. 
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They noted the freeway would be 
only ‘‘partially depressed"’ through 
Claremont, making truck noise 
“constant and inescapable.” 

Bill Case, Virginia Kirsch, Judith 
Moore, Dwight Ryerson and John 
Vieg signed the Claremont argu- 
ment in favor of the freeway. Adele 
Schoene, John McDermott, Bob 
Stafford, Kay Moore and Ray 
Fowler are the opponents. 

Claremont is the only city where a 
previous vote was held. Freeway 
supporters outpolled opposition: 3.- 
295 to 2,596 on April 11, 1972. 
However, City Clerk Barbara 
Hallamore said the ballot language 
was confusing that year. 

In La Verne — where the planning 
department estimates as many as 70 
homes could be in the path of the 
freeway corridor — the city council 
said, ‘‘We are living now with the 
very disadvantages that opponents 
attribute to freeways — greater 
pollution and more traffic ac- 
cidents.”’ 

Council members cited a 1977 traf- 
fic study projecting 1,300 fewer ac- 
cidents, including 11 fewer 
fatalities, annually if the freeway 
were extended. 


Administrator 


to fill public 
service post 


Mike Matlock, Upland’s ad- 
ministrative specialist for more 
than three years, recently assumed 
a new post as assistant city 
manager for public services. 

Matlock said this week that he is 
working closer with the city’s 
general services, water, library and 
recreation departments in his new 
position. ° 

His new duties are aimed at giving 
the departments ‘‘more access to 
places where decisions are being 
made,’’ Matlock said, adding that he 
is relieving City Manager Lee 
Travers of some detail work. 

He described his new respon- 
sibilites as concentrating on ‘‘better 
integration’’ of department 
operations into long-range city 
management, rather than supervi- 
sion over the four departments. 

Matlock, 26, began working for the 
city in October 1974 as ad- 
ministrative specialist. He earned 
his master’s degree in public ad- 
ministration from California State 
University, Los Angeles, earlier this 
year. 

He worked briefly for the cities of 
Millbrae and Chula Vista before 
coming to Upland. 

Matlock’s new position brings no 
salary increase, but puts him on a 
new salary schedule that could lead 
to future increases. 

Matlock said he will continue to 
follow through on specific 
assignments referred by the city 
manager. In the past, he has helped 
coordinate efforts for city grants 
and the transition of refuse service 
from a city operation to a private 
contractor. 

He currently handles citizens’ 
complaints. 


Uplanders told 
city lacks funds 


for landscaping

The Upland City Council has told residents of 
Washington Boulevard the city lacks funds under 
Proposition 13 to. go ahead with a long - awaited land- 
scaping project for their street. 

Following the recommendation of city staff, the coun- 
cil accepted plans drawn by the consulting firm — Saito- 
Sullivan Associates Inc. of Brea — but put off any im- 
plementation of the plans. 

The council directed city staff to study alternative 
ways to pay for the estimated $6,300 annually to maintain 
median landscaping on Washington Boulevard between 
Campus Avenue and 11th Avenue in southeast Upland. 

Residents of the area first petitioned the council three 
years ago for landscaping that would soften the visual 
nag of Southern Pacific Railroad tracks on the me- 

ian. 

Mike Matlock, Upland’s assistant city manager for 
public services, noted the city has nearly $49,000 ear- 
marked in federal community block grant funds to com- 
plete landscaping. 

However, City Manager Lee Travers said the staff 
could not recommend starting the project due to uncer- 
tainty surrounding future city revenues under Proposi- 
tion 13. 

Under reduced property tax revenues, the city may 
aati maintaining existing park lands, Travers 
added. 





The council agreed with Travers. Mayor Pro Tem John 
McCarthy said Proposition 13 presents the city with 
‘many unknowns.’ With Mayor George Gibson and 
Councilman Bill Bottin absent, the council unanimously 
agreed to accept the plans but hold off on implementa- 
tion. 

Gaylen Sullivan, vice president of the consulting firm, 
said the landscaping would leave 15 feet on each side of 
the tracks to allow the railroad access for repairs. 

Small trees and low shrubs would border the access 
roads and a small area with grass would be closest to the 
street both north and south of the median, Sullivan said. 

Travers suggested one way to maintain the landscap- 
ing might be through an assessment maintenance dis- 
trict. Residents in such a district would bear the costs of 
maintenance. 

Margaret Bouch, one of several area residents who 
attended the meeting, said the city maintains landscap- 
ing along other streets in ‘‘high-rent areas.” 

She said the city was treating the Washington 
Boulevard area like a ‘‘poor child’’ and added that the 
tracks look ‘‘pretty horrible.’’ 

Travers noted most of Upland’s park land is concen- 
trated in the southeast part of the city. He added that 
developers have paid for the first two years of landscap- 
ing maintenance along other streets before the city 
assumed the burden. 

He indicated Proposition 13 has made the city reex- 
amine its parkway-maintaince arrangements, noting

Mountain Avenue maintenance plans are now being 
revised. 

Marian Brown said the area has been ‘‘neglected’’ for 
years and that something should be done ‘‘regardless of 
Proposition 13.” 

Councilman Frank Hoover said parkway-maintenance 
arrangements in north Upland accompanied new 
development in recent years before Proposition 13. He 
added, ‘‘We realize your area is in need.” 

In other action, the council authorized spending $8,500 
out of general fund reserves for a study of city fire 
defenses. 

The contract was awarded to the low bidder, Fire 
Protection Engineers of San Francisco. 

The study will examine when the city should buy an 
aerial platform truck to fight fires in high-rise buildings, 
how best to integrate rescue and paramedic operations 
with fire fighting and whether the city can do anything 
that would lower commercial and industrial premiums 
in an upcoming rating of Upland by the Insurance Ser- 
vice Office. 


Need for an aerial platform truck has been discussed 
at recent council meetings regarding a proposed six- 
story shopping and office complex near the southeast 
corner of Mountain Avenue and Foothill Boulevard.

reflects Prop. 13 cuts 


The final budget passed 
Tuesday by the Alta Loma 
School District reflected a 
cut of more than $500,000 
from the budget passed 
before Proposition 13 took 
its toll, the district 
superintendent said this 
morning 

Although the publication 
budget was passed without 
any changes from the one 
tentatively approved weeks 
before, John McMurtry, 
district superintendent, 
noted that the district lost 
$508,000 because of the 
Proposition 13-caused 
budget cuts 

The original budget. 
approved before the 
passage of the Jarvis-Gann 
initiative, was $5,300,000, 
according to McMurtry. 

The budget approved 
Tuesday totaled $4,895,000, 
reflecting cuts in classroom 
aides, and increases in class 
sizes, McMurtry explained. 


In further action, the 
board ‘‘passed the 
transportation schedule for 
the coming year, 
streamlining the services 
and requiring students to 
walk farther to bus stops.” 


McMurtry stressed, 
however, that no bus

For both property tax 
and rent assistance, the filing period extends to October 
2. Ms. Lovato wants local seniors to know what SIR 
assists with preparation of these claims. The location of 
the West End office is 316 W. B St., Ontario and hours are 
9 a.m. - 12 a.m. and 1-4 p.m. Monday through Friday. 
Workers have been trained by the Franchise Tax Board 
and the service is provided at no charge. 

Seniors must have been 62 or older as of December 31, 
1977 to qualify. Home owners must have occupied their 
homes and have an income below $12,000 for the year. 
Renters have to have paid at least $50 per month and 
have total income less than $5,000. Reimbursement 
payments vary with income and come on an annual 
basis. Claims must be renewed each year

Busing routes 


create problems

New busing routes 
seemed to head the list of 
minor problems that arose 
Monday as about 73,000 
West End students returned 
to school. 

Kindergarten students in 
several districts forget 
where they lived, causing 
buses to circle some 
neighborhoods repeatedly 
until the youngsters 
recognized their homes. 

Enrollment figures were 
down from projected totals 
at many schools but are 
expected in most cases to 
climb during the week 
because of routine, first-day 
absences. 

The Upland Elementary 
School District reported 
about 91 less students than 
the 6,000 students projected 
for the fall term. 

Because of bus route 
changes made during the 
summer to. reflect 
Proposition 13 cutbacks, 
some Upland buses found 
too many pupils waiting at 
the stops. Buses were late 
because they had to double 
back for a second trip. 

The Upland school board 
is to consider altering the 
new routes at their meeting 
Tuesday because of 
requests from parents. 

The Chaffey Joint Union 
High School District could 
not tabulate enrollments 
because student class 
registrations continue 
through the rest of this 
week. Enrollments did not 
peak until October last 
year, reported 
Superintendent Mike 
Dirksen. 

The district is projected 
to enroll 13,300 students for 
the 1978-79 school year 
Alta Loma High School is 
expected to hit a maximum 
capacity of 2,700 students. 

Chaffey district 
administrators said they 
have received ‘‘a fair 
number of phone cails”’ 
from parents only now 
realizing the bus schedules 
and routes have been moved 
from a_ two-mile eligibility 
limit to a four-mile limit. 

“T think there’s a fair 
amount of car pooling going 
on,” said Dirksen, noting 
there were no serious 
traffic jams in front of the 
schools because of the 
busing cuts 

The Ontario - Montclair 
School District had only 
normal inconveniences on 
Monday, officials report. 
The district made no busing 
cuts, leaving most 
schedules unchanged from 
last year.

View from Sacramento 
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Laws focus on business needs 


By Bill McVittie 

Members of California’s 
business community 
traveled to the state Capitol 
this session to talk abouit a 
number of serious problems 
they constantly face. 
Lawmakers listened. 

Legislation considered 
during the 1977-78 session to 
resolve some of those 
problems should help 
established companies stay 
in business and encourage 
new firms to settle here. 

One complaint frequently 
repeated in committee 
hearing rooms involves 
government bureaucracy, 
red tape, and paperwork — 
the huge mourds of forms 
and reports businesses 
must file annually, 
quarterly, and daily to 
comply with laws and 
regulations. 

Small businesses 
particularly suffer since 
they normally do not keep 
equipment or the fulltime 
staff necessary to cope with 
excessive paperwork. 

In fact, a study published 
by the Assembly Office of 
Research in 1976 concluded 
the typical small firm 
spends between $3,000 and 
$4,000 each year filling out 
local, state, and federal 
forms. 


With this expenditure in 
mind the legislature last 
year asked the forms 
management center, an 
agency under’. the 
jurisdiction of the state 
Department of General 
Services, to identify 
wasteful, duplicative, and 
unnecessary paperwork 
demands imposed on 
private businesses by the 
state government. 

Senate Concurrent 
Resolution 30 by Senator 
David Roberti (D- 
Hollywood) requests the 
center to make 
recommendations to the 
legislature on ways to 
eliminate unnecessary 
forms and consolidate 
others. 

Employees of the center 
who discuss red tape 
problems with business 
owners say most 
complaints are worded 
generally. They would 
welcome more specific 
complaints and concrete 
ideas. 


A problem running a close 
second to needless 
Daperwork is the 
cumbersome environmen- 
tal impact permit process. 


A new law, authored by 
Assembly Speaker Leo T. 


McCarthy (D-San 
Francisco), streamlines the 
process, cutting the time it 
takes for public agencies to 
act on construction and 
development permits. 


Assembly Bill 884 
requires designation of a 
lead agency responsible for 
writing an environmental 
impact report which all 
other agencies must use. 


Environmental groups 
and developers have been 
keeping an eye on another 
measure which goes one 
step further. 


Senate Bill 351 by Senator 
John Holmdahl ‘(D- 
Hayward) would permit a 
public agency to determine 
that the economic and 
social benefits of a 
proposed project outweigh 
possible adverse 
environmental effects. 


Dozens . of other 
Suggestions to assist 
businesses offered this 
session include eliminating 
property taxes on pollution 
control facilities and 
limiting liability for 
defective merchandise. 

In many cases, such as SB 
351, lawmakers must 


balance the obvious 
business advantages 
against disadvantages for 
environmentalists, taxpay- 
ers, and consumers. 

One thing remains 
certain, though. 
Maintaining a healthy 
business climate and a 
strong economy is 
absolutely necessary in 
order to properly 
implement Proposition 13 
and control government 
spending.

prevented by simple 
vaccination. 

Mumps is caused by a 
virus. People get it through 
contact with someone who 
already has the disease. 

It is possible that you had 


.mumps and never realized 


it, and it is possible that you 
think you had mumps and 
really didn’t. 

The only way to be sure is 
for your physician to take a 
blood sample and have it 
analyzed. However, the 
special test required is not 
always available and it is 
not practical for everyone 
to have the test. 

Swollen glands, 
headache, earache, loss of 
appetite and fever that 
commonly occur with 
mumps can also be caused 
by other conditions. This is 
one reason why it is 
difficult to know for sure 
whether or not you’ve had 
the disease. 


Immunizations protect 
children against illness 


The most common 
complications of mumps 
are those associated with 
the nervous system — 
encephalitis, enceph- 
alomyelitis, and meningitis. 

These forms of 
inflammation of the brain 
are more common, 
although almost always less 
severe, with mumps than 
with measles. They may be 
accompanied by such 
symptoms as stiff neck, 
headache, dizziness, 
delirium and convulsions. 
Most patients recover 
completely, but a few are 
left with permanent 
damage to the nervous 
system. 

Impaired hearing, usually 
in only one ear, is estimated 
to'occur in one out of every 
300 to 400 cases of mumps. 


That doesn’t seem like very 
many, but mumps is one of 
the leading causes of nerve 
deafness in children. 

In addition to meningitis 
and hearing impairment, 
mumps sometimes cause 
inflammation of the 
testicles in men and the 
ovaries in women. In most 
people, these complications 
are troublesome but they 
usually do not cause 
permanent damage or 
sterility. Very rarely, 
arthritis or inflammation of 
other organs may occur. 

Orchitis, or inflammation 
of the testicles, is a 
common complication of 
mumps. About one percent 
of young boys with mumps 
experience the condition, 
but a substantial 20 or 30 
percent of adult males with 


mumps suffer from 
orchitis. 
The condition is 


extremely painful and is 
often accompanied by 
severe swelling. Orchitis 
may cause permanent 
damage to the testicles, 
which infrequently leads to 
impaired fertility. 


The common belief that 
mumps is not dangerous to 
girls and women is a myth. 
Inflammation of the brain, 
hearing impairment and 
other complications can 
occur in females as well as 
males. 


Mumps is fatal in two to 
four of every 10,000 cases. 
Ten to 30 deaths are 
reported to occur each year 
from the complications of 
mumps. 


Once someone has 


mumps there is little that’ 


can be done but to let it run 
its course. But mumps can 
be prevented by the 
administration’ of live 
mumps virus vaccine. 


The live virus mumps is 
especially important for 
young children, but is also 
recommended for older 
children and adults who are 
still susceptible to the 
disease. 


Mumps vaccine is 
commonly administered at 
the age of 15 months with 
measles and rubella 
vaccine. 


The vaccine is injected 
into the upper arm or thigh. 
Mumps vaccine is often 
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given through use of a 
combination vaccine for 
measles, mumps, and 
rubella. Only one injection 
is needed for protection 
against all three diseases. 


The live virus mumps 
vaccine has an excellent 
record of effectiveness. It 
has produced the antibodies 
needed for protection in 97 
percent of the children 
vaccinated and 93 percent 
of the adults. 


Over 22 million doses of 
mumps vaccine were given 
in the United States 1968- 
1974. Mild fever occurs 
occasionally, but high fever 
is uncommon. Other more 
serious reactions have been 
noted very rarely — less 
than one in every million 
doses of vaccine. 


The people who were 
vaccinated during the trials 
of the live virus vaccine 
more than seven years ago 
still are protected. This 
indicates that protection 
may be permanent. 
However, more time will be 
required to know for sure 


Back to school, 
back to failure? 


For a parent whose child had learning difficulties last 
year, back - to - school time can mean greater problems 
this fall, warns a national center devoted to the diagnosis 
and treatment of children’s. learning and behavior 
problems. 

‘‘As more complex academic demands are made on a 
child, his failure to have previously mastered necessary 
learning skills last year can only causé more failure this 
year,” stated Alan C. Levin, M.D., medical director of 
The New York Institute for Child Development. 

“If a child is continually failing in school, is having 
trouble coping with challenges or is developing a 
behavior problem, there is a good chance he has a 
learning disability and treatment should be obtained.” 
Levin urged. 

Parents who have preschool children should be aware 
that learning disorders can be detected as early as age 
three. The recent inauguration of NYICD’s early 
identification program, which is aimed at discovering 
possible learning disabilities in preschool children, 
allows parents to save their children from the endless 
cycle of failure and frustration that the learning disabled 
child éncounters.

Women’s earnings 


help buy homes 


Never underestimate the power of a woman — her ear- 
ning power, that is. It’s helping many families achieve 
the American dream of homeownership 

\ national survey of the economic factors involved in 
homebuying shows that almost 50 percent of the 
“typical” families who bought a new house in 1977. had 
working wives. They also had a husband in his early thir- 
ties, one child, a joint income of $22.000. and were 
purchasing their second home. 

Among younger couples who were buying their first 
house, 57 percent of the wives worked. Where couples 
were older than ‘typical,’ and buying a third house, 36 
percent of the wives had jobs. 

The ability of husbands and wives to ‘‘earn together,”’ 
coupled with their willingness to invest in a home, 
demonstrates that families still want and can still afford 
to be a homeowner, says the Andersen Corp. of Bayport, 
Minnesota, a manufacturer of windows. 

Families buy houses because homeowning offers both 
psychological and practical rewards. Emotionally. the 
purchase of a home represents solidity, independence 
and putting down roots. It also ‘‘freezes’’ monthly 
mortgage payments in the face of rising rents. is a 
chance to get in on rapidly appreciating property values, 
and allows substantial tax deductions. 

According to the National Association of Home 
Builders survey, the average down payment on a $45,000 
home was 21.5 percent, and the average monthly pay- 
ment was $378. 

More than 90 percent of the respondents were satisfied 
with their new homes. That satisfaction, the firm said, 
reflects the sophistication of today’s homebuyer, who 
knows what to look for in a home. For example, 88 per- 
cent of the homes had extra insulation in attic and ex- 
terior walls, 66 percent had extra insulation in the floors. 
Also in demand are storm doors, and windows with in- 
sulating glass or separate storm sash. 

Insulating glass — two panes with a layer of dead air 
sealed between — is often preferred because it is more 
convenient than separate storm sash. Homebuyers also

The draft plan will deal 
with water quality 
problems in the South Coast 
area, covering all of Orange 
County and portions of Los 
Angeles, Riverside, San 
Bernardino and Ventura 
counties. 

Preparation of the draft 
208 plan has involved over 


two years of effort by water 
quality planners and 
engineers from numerous 
public agencies, elected of- 
ficials and concerned 
citizens. 

Following release of the 
draft plan in October, 
workshops and public 
hearings will be held 
through December to gain 
public review and comment 
to help shape the final docu- 
ment.
